
New York Racing Bill 
Passes, Jockey Club 
In Role of 'Adviser'

ALBANY, N. Y., Mar. 17.—'The 
track was clear today for the 

opening of New York's gala horse 

racing season at Jamaica April 2, 
following the Legislature’s okay 
last night of a new licensing sys- 
tem for owners, jockeys and 
trainers. 

Heavy Republican majorities in 
the State Senate and Assembly 
overrode Democratic opposition 
and passed an emergency bill giv- 
ing the licensing power to the 
State Racing Commission ex- 

clusively. 
Under the old setup, declared 

unconstitutional by the State’s 
highest court on March 8, the con- 
trols were delegated by law di- 
rectly to the jockey club, a private 
corporation. 

Democrats charged that the 
new plan, in effect, permitted the 
50-member club to retain domina- 
tion of racing, since the commis- 
sion is directed to invite the club’s 
recommend ations. 

Expect Speedy Approval. 
Without the legislation, the fu- 

ture of the Empire State’s 19511 
racing season would have been 
uncertain. 

The Senate approved the licens- 
ing bill, 34-21. It gained final 
clearance in the Assembly, 85-62 
and was sent to Gov. Dewey fori 
expected speedy indorsement. 

The Democratic attack centered 
around a provision of the-bill that 
would permit the racing commis- 
sion to contract for expert advice 
and service. 

The bill says the commission 
“shall give the Jockey Club 
an opportunity to submit recom- 

mendations” before adopting any 
regulations “or modifying or ab- 
rogating any of them.” 

Senator E^jner F. Quinn of 
Manhattan, the minority leader, 
charged that the State Racing 
Commission had been “just a rub- 
ber stamp, an automaton, for the 
Jockey Club.” 
Calls Club Members Arrogant. 1 

He said the club's members 
were “the most arrogant crowd 
that ever existed in America.” 

The legislation will permit the 
club to “steal in through the sky- 
light” and retain virtual control 
of New York's racing, Quinn 
maintained. 

In the Assembly, Democrat Wil- 
liam E. Clancy of Queens de- 
nounced the club as the “prose- 
cutor, judge and jury of all con- 
cerned" in racing. He contended 
the racing commission “should be 
able on its own initiative to regu- 
late racing.” 

Another Democratic Assembly- 
man. James J. McGuiness of Al- 
bany, said the Jockey Club was 
“made up of stuffed shirts and 
nitwits.” 

Dewey Moves Fast. 
Republican Senator Walter J. 

Mahoney said the new measure 
was necessary to give the Racing! 
Commission power to “keep stum-1 
ble'oums and crooks, ruled off 
tracks in other States,” from New 
York’s tracks. 

Gov. Dewey directed his staff to 
prepare the remedial legislation 
shortly after the Court of Appeals 
invalidated the present racing law'. 
He moved fast to protect the an- 
nual $20 million revenue collected 
by the State from taxes levied on 
pari-mutuel betting. 

In voiding the former law, the 
high court said the Legislature 
had no constitutional authority to 
delegate licensing powers to a pri- 
vate agency.

the 1949 finals, and Baldwin-

Lord Putnam's Trainer Saddled 
Arcaro's First Stakes Winner

LOUISVILLE, Ky„ Mar. 17.— 
On March 18, 1933, Jockey Eddie 
Arcaro rode his first stakes win- 
ner when he won the Duncan F. 
Kenner Stakes for 2-year-olds at 
Fair Grounds in New Orleans, 
with G. R. Bryson’s Pharatime. 

The winner was trained by 
j George Riola, who currently is 
j prepping Lord Putnam for the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Riola still carries in his trunk 
a photograph of him holding 
Pharatime in the winner’s circle, 
while Arcaro smiles at the pho- 
tographer. It was eight years 
earlier, in 1925, that Riola first 
became associated with racing in 
the employ of Bryson. 

Born in Sacramento, Calif., in 
1903, Riola was in the Army, sta- 
tioned at Fort Meade, when he be- 
gan going to the races in Mary- 

land. The sport fascinated him; j 
when he was discharged from the 
Army to took a job in the Bryson 
stable, rubbing horses. Later he 
became trainer for the same! 
stable, and in 1929 saddled his 
first winner. 

If Lord Putnam starts in the 
Derby May 5, it will mark the first 
time that Riola ever saddled a 
horse for the Churchill Downs 
race. 

“Lord Putnam is the kind of a 
colt that you have tb work as fast 
as he runs in races," says Trainer 
Riola. “And I am confident that 
what beat him in the only race he 
lost in six starts last year was the 
instructions I gave the rider. I 
told the jock to rate him off the 
pace. Well, Lord Putnam doesn’t 
w'ant to be rated. When he goes 
on the track he just w'ants to run. 
I am sure he can go a route, and 
he already has displayed great 
speed."

Lincoln Downs Opens 
New England Racing 
With 30-Day Meet

LINCOLN, R. I„ Mar. 17.—New 
England’s earliest and longest 
lacing season—it won’t end until 
December 1—begins today at 
Lincoln Downs, the Northeast’s 
newest horse track. 

Track owners expect attend- 
ance to exceed that of opening 
day last year when 22,000 attend- 
ed and wagered $808,646. 

Minimum purses have been in- 
creased to $1,700 for the meet 
which will run 30 days, Good Fri- 
day and Sundays excepted. 

A field of eight horses has been 
entered for the opening day fea- 
ture, a $2,500 7-furlong event for 
3-year-olds and up. 

Naturally, today being March 
17, the event has been named for 
St. Patrick. 

Arthur P. Cotter’s Petey Cotter, 
a former stake winner, has been 
assigned top weight of 120 pounds 
and is favored in the event which 
tops a nine-race card. 

Dashing Count, a winner at 
Sunshine Park, will carry 111 
pounds and may prove trouble- 
some to Petey Cotter, the Boston 
thoroughbred.
